In accordance with the July 27, 201 1 letter from the Vice Director, Joint Staff, 
Washington, DC to the Defense Attache, Embassy of Portugal, Washington, DC, the 
Joint Staff assumed from United States Joint Forces Command all of the duties, 
obligations, and responsibilities under the Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) 
between United States Joint Forces Command and the Minister of Defence of the 
Portuguese Republic Regarding Assignment of Foreign Liaison Officers, dated May 2, 
2007. The MOU remains in force despite the disestablishment of United States Joint 
Forces Command. 

Pursuant to Article X, paragraphs 10.3 and 10.10, of the MOU, the Participants mutually 
agree to amend the MOU by deleting the second sentence of paragraph 10. 10 of Article X 
in its entirety and replacing it with the following: 

This MOU will remain in force until May 2, 2017, and may be further extended by 
written agreement of the Participants."
